But if 
you are a wage-earner—without any wages—in 
Edmonton or Vancouver, it is held that it would 
not be right, safe or expedient to prevent you 
being deprived of your property and thrown 
into the street because you cannot meet your 
share of the bond obligations the city has 
assumed, This is legal absurdity and class prej- 
udice to the nth degree. 

Protection of the farmer against eviction by 
a mortgage-holder was necessary, morally de- 
fensible, and in the public interest. Refusal to 
protect the unemployed city wage-earner 
against eviction by bondholders is an outrage.

Another grievance he ventilated is over the 
tobacco allowance, Each man in a relief camp 
is allowed 1 1-4 cents werth of tobacco per day. 
According to Mr. Reid, the government volun- 
tarily raised the price to the tobacco company 
over the contract figure. This reduces the 
amount received each day by the men. Appar- 
ently the anguish that Premier Bennett feels 
for the poor workingman and the poorer man 
who can't find work, as election day approach- 
es, isn’t shared by the purchasing department 
of the relief camps. 

However, the government has seen to it that 
the men in the relief camps ‘are not allowed the 
absentee voting privilege. They are shorn of 
their votes as well as of their tobacco.

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Preventing Mastoiditis 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY ' 


Behind each ear you will notice. a promin- 
ent place on your skull. This is the mastoid 
process and it contains a collection of hollow 
the bone. About 80 per cent of 
these cells are air cells resembling somewhat 
the cells found in a honey comb. The cells 


are lined with a mucous 
membrane which is contin- 
uous with the lining of the 
middle ear, 

One of the biggest spaces 
in the mastoid process is 
called the mastoid antrum, 
and this opens directly into 
the middle ear, In this way 
it is possible for an inflam- 
mation of the middie ear to 

aN extend into the mastoid; in 
Dr. F. MeCoy fact the inflammation of the 
middle ear almost always precedes mastoiditis. 
The ear inflammation may begin with short 
sudden stabs of pain, and as the pus accumu- 
lates in the middle ear, there is a continuous 
ache, The pus often drains by way of the ear 
drum which ruptures and lets it through and 
the mastoid is protected, but, if thurough drain- 
age does not occur, the mastoid becomes in- 
volved and the pain spreads back of the ear. 

Some of the symptoms are a penetrating, 
maddening pain behind the ear which keeps 
the patient irritable and sleepless, external 
tenderness of the region when pressed, some- 
times a swelling or redness, enlargement of the 
glands of the neck and fever which is present 
in all acute cases but may be lacking in chronic 
cases. ’ 

Mastoiditis is very dangerous because of the 
fact that the bone wall between the mastoid 
cells and the brain is much thinner than the 
bone on the outside of the skull. It is very easy 
for an inflammation to break through to the 
membrane covering the brain and causing in- 
flammation or abscess of the brain itself. From 
this you see how severe the complications of 
mastoiditis may become. Whenever you notice 
a severe pain in the ear or behind the ear, you 
should lose no time in preventing the develop- 
ment of mastoiditis. 

A surgical operation is sometimes advisable 
for this condition in order to drain the pus ex- 
ternally; however, I have successfully handled 
many cases of mastoiditis and I am convinced 
that this trouble can almost always be cured 
by making use of the absorbing power of the 
fast. 

Mothers should saye this article so that, if 
their children develop an earache or the symp- 
toms of mastojditis, they will know what to do. 
Anyone developing a persistent pain in the 
ear should avoid any solid food, continuing 
with a fast using plenty of water to which 
some lemon juice, orange or tomato juice is 
added. If everyone would do this at the first 
sign of ear trouble, there would be fewer cases 
of mastoiditis, At the same time use all other 

] ve measures you know of such as hot 
packs over the ear and neck, enemas and skin 
bathing. Children usually respond more quick- 
ly than adults to this treatment. After the 
acute symptoms are over, one should follow a 
diet from which sugars and starches are largely 
avoided for a time. 

When the fastening treatment is started 
soon enough, successful results will follow; 
however, in those few cases where the swelling 
is extreme and the pain continues, the best 
plan is to call your doctor, who will decide if 
an operation is needed, ©

A Day in Canadian History 

On this date in 1786, Rev. 
John Bethune founded the first 
congregation of the Church of 
Scotland in Canada, at Montreal, 
where it was known for a cen- 
tury as the St. Gabriel St. church 
and retained to the end its 
primitive pews and old style pul- 
pit. John Bethune was a remark- 
able character. Born in the Isie 
of Skye in 1751, he emigrated 
with some of his kindred 
North Carolina and was given the 
chaplaincy of a regiment of royal 
militia, composed of Scottish 
settlers until the breaking of the 
revolutionary war, With many 
other Loyalists he was made 
prisoner and suffered much in-

doing his part, despite his age, 
in recruiting in the war of 1812-14 
and uniting with his great per- 
sonal] friend, Alexander Mac- 
donald, the Roman Catholic pat- 
riot, in showing the world that 
men could be good soldiers of 
state and church at the same 
time. Two of Dr, Bethune’s sons 
figure largely in the history of 
the Church of England. His 
namesake, John, was rector and 
dean of Montreal, and Alexander 
Neil became the second bishop of 
Toronto. Other members of the 
Bethune family, male and female, 
have played notable parts in the 
civil and business and social life 
of Canada. Robert H. Bethune, a 
son of the bishop, was one of the 
founders of the Dominion bank.

In choosing eyeglasses, the facial 
contours are of paramount impor- 
tance.
